Also in ’57, Prud’Homme was 
named Rotary Young Citizen. 

In addition to professional or¬ 
ganizations, Prud’Homme is ac¬ 


tive on the Board of Directors of 
East Texas Simmental Associ¬ 
ation and Texas Simmental As¬ 
sociation. 

Prud’Homme-said his interest 
in cattle started in his high school 
years and still serves as “a good 
outlet for me.” 

Prud’Homme attended The 
University of Texas in ’58, then 
the Medical Branch at Galveston 
from ’58 to ’62. 

He interned at St. Joseph’s 
Hospital in Fort Worth from 
’62-’63 and began his surgery 
residency in ’63 at South Texas 
Medical School, Bexar County 
Hospital in San Antonio. 

In ’66 Prud’Homme went into 
public health service and was 
stationed at a medical center for 
federal prisoners in Springfield, 
Mo., until ’68 when he returned 
to Tyler.

Architect gets go-ahead on building 


The Board of Trustees has 
approved an architect’s prelim¬ 
inary design for an estimated $1 
million addition to the Pirtle 
Technology Center. Trustees ap¬ 
proved the proposed construction 
Sept. 20 of the 19,000 square foot, 
multi-story addition to be built 
north of the three present tech¬ 
nology buildings. 

In other board action: 

•Library director, Evelyn Mc¬ 
Manus, presented a summary to 
the board on the progress of 
Vaughn Library since its dedica¬ 
tion. 

•Music instructor, Molly Mc¬ 
Coy, was granted a spring se¬ 
mester leave of absence. 

•Approval was given for the 
spring semester faculty. 

The new technology addition 
will accomodate the four pro¬ 
grams now in the Powell building: 
recreation leadership, LVN, 
opthalmic dispensing and inha¬ 
lation therapy, Executive Vice 
President R.H. Barrett said. The 
four buildings will form the Pirtle 
Technology Complex. 

Building space is being al¬ 
located for seven to eight class¬ 
rooms, 12 to 14 offices and 
laboratory space for each of the 
programs, Barrett explained. 
“The architect has been au¬ 
thorized to proceed on detailed 
plans of specifications.” 

A proposed completion date 
has not been set, he said. 

Tyler architect E. Davis Wilcox 
said the new construction will be 
a combination of concrete, steel 
and brick veneer. “We are going 
to try to build the new addition to 
keep with the original character’ ’ 
of the other buildings, Wilcox 
said. 

“A building of this design will 
cost $50-$75 a square foot,” he 
estimated. However the actual 
cost he said will depend on the 


bidding market for contractors. 

Now that the design has been 
approved, it will be another 40 to 
60 days before Wilcox completes 
the building’s detailed design, 
Barrett said. This is followed by a 
month for contract bids from con¬ 
struction companies. 

In further board action, Evelyn 
McManus summarized the pro¬ 
gress of Vaughn Library over the

past 10 years saying, “In 1969, 
when the building was dedicated, 
we had only 31,000 books. Today 
the figure is doubled.” She noted 
that additions to library facilities 
include the audio department, 
expanded reading areas, exhibits 
and films. 

Board President E.M. Potter 
said “representatives from 
Southern Methodist University 


and The University of Texas are 
scheduled to observe the dial 
excess system.” 

After a private executive ses¬ 
sion, the Trustees returned and 
approved the spring semester 
faculty. Full and part-time faculty 
number approximately 325, said 
Cindy Baldwin, secretary to Ad¬ 
ministrative Vice President I.L. 
Friedman.

Of all junior colleges, only one 
has had the winningest basketball 
coach in history. 

That college is TJC and the 
man is Floyd Wagstaff. 

The skillful Wagstaff coached 
basketball and football teams 
alike to national championships. 

June 22, 1979 marked the 
recognition of the greatest coach¬ 
ing career in the history of junior 
college athletics. On this date, the 
name of Floyd Solmon Wagstaff, 
chief of the Apaches for 28 years 
and owner of the most wins by a 
junior college basketball coach, 
was selected to be enshrined into 
the Texas Sports Hall of Fame in 
Dallas: 

Wagstaff became the first jun¬ 
ior college coach ever to be so 
honored.,Official induction will be 
Dec. 31 at the Hall of Fame 
Banquet. 

WagstafTs achievements as a 
coach speak for themselves. Dur-

ing a brilliant career spanning 
from ’46 to ’75 he compiled 743 
basketball wins against 225 los¬ 
ses. This mark represents a 
winning percentage of 76.7 and is 
nearly 100 more victories than the 
record he eclipsed, that of A.A. 
“Fizz” Wilis of Joliet, Ill. Wills 
had 659 wins. 

Wagstaff came to Tyler in ’46 
as athletic director, head basket¬ 
ball coach and assistant football 
coach. A year later he became 
head football coach. 

During a 16-year stint as foot¬ 
ball coach Wagstaff compiled 130 
wins while losing 36. He turned 
the football duties over to Babe 
Hallmark in ’63 to concentrate on 
basketball. 

On Wednesday, Aug. 21, 1974, 
tragedy struck. While near 
Jenkins Hall Wagstaff was strick¬ 
en by a heart attack. Only the 
quick reaction of a TJC student, 
Jimmy Greathouse, an ex-marine 
and a Vietnam veteran, saved 
Wagstaff’s life. Greathouse ap¬ 
plied artifical respiration and 
stabilized WagstafTs breathing. 

Wagstaff spent a month in a 
Tyler hospital, then underwent 
surgery for three artery bypasses 
in Baylor Hospital in Dallas. 

Unbelievably on Oct. 5, only 13 
days after surgery. Wag was back 
at TJC coaching the basketball 
team. 

He retired from active coaching 
after the ’74 season and . was 
reassigned solely as athletic di¬ 
rector. 

At first Wag experienced the 
ordinary pains that accompany 
the end of such a lifetime career. 
As a result he refused to attend 
practice. But he eventually over¬ 
came his .difficulties and, being 
the man he is, refused to inter¬ 
vene in the coaching of the teams.

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When TJC was considering 

women’s basketball, Wag was set 
against it. Only after recognizing 
the talent of women in the sport 
did he change his mind. Wag 
even accompanied last year’s 
national runnerup team to the 
national finals and is now a 
confessed lover of the sport. 

During his basketball reign 
Wag’s strategy used a combina¬ 
tion of Hank Iba’s disciplined 
teams and Adolph Rupp’s run- 
and-gun offense. 

The employment of this style 
plus his court wizardry resulted in 
10 outright conference titles, four 
ties for the top spot and 11 trips to 
the National Junior College Ath¬ 
letic Association Tournament. 


There he claimed the national 
title in ’49 and ’51 and finished 
second in the big event in ’60 and 
’61. 

Wag’s success at the junior 
college level didn’t go unnoticed. 
Such teams as Tulane, the Uni¬ 
versity of New Orleans, North 
Texas State, Stephen F. Austin 
and Texas A&M offered him their 
top coaching jobs. 

He declined the offers and 
readily admits he feels he made 
the right decision. Wag cited, the 
immense-pressures of big time 


athletics and his love for the town 
and people of Tyler as chief 
reasons for staying at TJC. 

Wag also made his presence 
felt in football. Employing a 
simple philosophy of “just stick- 
to-the-basics, ” Wag’s teams 
captured two national champion¬ 
ships. 

In ’60, Wag’s team was chosen 
by the Junior Rose Bowl Com¬ 
mittee to compete in their bowl. 
Tyler was selected over New 
Mexico Military .jjnstitute, which

Apache quarterback Nathan 
Brown scored what proved to be 
the winning points on a nine-yard 
quarterback draw with 5:24 left in 
the third quarter to lift TJC to a 
come-from-behind 21-17 victory 
over the Navarro Junior College 
Bulldogs. 

With the win TJC moves atop 
the conference standings with a 
3-1 mark—a tie with Kilgore 
Junior College. Navarro falls to 
2-2 and into a three-team dead¬ 
lock for second place. 

TJC will play Kilgore Saturday 
night in the annual Apache 
Homecoming game. About the 
coming game Coach Charlie Mc- 
Ginty said, “Since it’s for the 
number one spot and its our 
Homecoming, it should be an 
even, tougher football game. We 
need the support of the fans.” 

The game was one of mistakes 
as both teams accounted for 20 
fumbles, one interception and 13 
penalties. 

Bulldog running back Eddie 


Hamilton put Navarro on top 17-6 
midway through the second peri¬ 
od with a 23-yard run down the 
middle. 

Navarro almost put the game 
away moments later on quarter¬ 
back Fred Hesson’s 45-yard aerial 
to running back Kenneth Jenkins. 

Only the defensive heroics of 
Apache safety Aaron Hill pre¬ 
vented a score. 

Hill ran Jenkins down at the 
Tyler 10-yard line to prevent 
Navarro from going on top 24-6. 
Two plays later Hill pounced on a 
Hesson fumble to give Tyler new 
life. 

At that point Brown replaced 
Apache quarterback Bobby New¬ 
ton who had started the game. 
Brown moved TJC down the field 
in seven plays with the score 
coming on a 33-yard flea flicker. 
Brown handed off to tailback 
Marvin Lewis going left who in 
turn handed to split receiver 
Stanley Jackson who rolled a- 
round right end and lofted a pass 
to Brown streaking down the right 
sideline.

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Staubach. Although Tyler lost the 
game to Long Beach Junior 
College they had already been 
named national champions. 

Wagstaff coached many out¬ 
standing players in his time 
including Bill Johnson, former 
head coach of the Cincinnati 
Bengals, Jimm^ Dickey, now 
head coach at Kansas State, 
Lawrence Strickland, a six-time 
all-pro tackle for the Chicago 
Bears and TJC’s head coach, 
Charlie McGinty. 

Wag has received numerous 
honors including national “Coach 
of the Year” twice, “Coach of the 
Year” by the Texas Sports Writ¬ 
ers Association four times, Ty¬ 
ler’s T.B. Butler “Outstanding 
Citizen Award,” and a letter from 
: President Nixon commending him 
for athletic excellence. 

In ’70 the Board of Trustees 
recognized Wagstaff by naming 
the new “Wagstaff Gymnasium” 
in his honor.

Wagstaff believes a coach 
should be active in church affairs 
as well as possessing the es¬ 
sential qualities of the job. He 
includes the desire to succeed, an 
ability to get along with adminis¬ 
tration, and being a good pro¬ 
moter as necessities of being a 
good coach. 

Wag also has been nominated 
to the Naismith Memorial Bas¬ 
ketball Hall of Fame in Springs 
field. Mass. 

If Wagstaff is inducted into that 
national shrine it would seem a 
fitting culmination to the greatest 
coaching career in : junior college

Students keep dials busy 


An average of 300 to 400 
students go to the library and use 
the dial access system each day, 
says George Wilson, audio-visual 
technician. 

The usage figures show the 
system is popular with students. 
On the day of greatest usage, 515 
students dialed a number to use 
the system’s audio and video 
tapes. 

Tapes cover a wide variety of 
subjects from art (“The Old 
Masters”) to zoology (“The Ex¬ 


cretory System”). 

The audio-visual lecture room 
is used by eight to 10 classes a 
day, Wilson said. The AVL is a 
center for filmstrips and other 
similar material. 

TJC has available three AVL 
rooms since a storage room was 
renovated. The third room makes 
it easier for instructors to sched¬ 
ule rooms available on a first-come 
first-served basis. 

Usage of the lecture room has 
been better at this point than last 


year. Wilson sees this as due to 
increased enrollment and the 
absence of bad weather. 

He fs pleased with teacher 
usage of the new studio. The 
studio is primarily for making of 
audio and video tapes. 

TJC students are fortunate to 
have the system which is the only 
one of its kind in this area, Wilson 
says. New equipment has been 
added to the system and plays a 
part in the students’ learning 
capability.
